j(VII) MANIPUR PEOPLES' LIBERATION FRONT (MPLF)

1. Government of India in exercise of the powers coriferred by 

sub-Section (l) of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 

11967 (37 of 1967) (hereinafter referred to as the ’Act') declared the

MEITEI Extremist Organizations, (i) The People's Liberation 
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Army (PLA), (ii) Revolutionary Peoples’ Front (RPF), (iii) 

United National Liberation Front (UNLF), (iv) Peoples' 

Revolutionary Party ^of Kangleipak (PREPAK) and its armed 
wing the “Red Army”, (v) Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) 

and its armed wing also called the “Red Army”, (vi) Kanglei 

Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) and (vii) Manipur Peoples' Liberation 

Front (MPLF) (hereinafter referred as the 'MEITEI Extremist 

Organizations’) as unlawful association vide its notification dated 
13-11-2005. It is stated that the MEITEI Extremist Organizations con¬ 
tinue to propagate secession from India. Their declared objective is for¬ 
mation of an independent Manipur by secession of Manipur State from 
India. These outfits have been engaging in armed means to achieve their 
objectives. The security forces remain their prime targets. These out¬ 
fits have also been indulging in acts of intimidation, extortion and loot¬ 
ing of civilian population for collection of funds for their organiza¬ 
tions. They have also been making efforts to establish contacts with 
sources abroad for influencing public opinion and for securing their 
assistance by way of arms and training for the purpose of achieving their 
secessionist objective. 

The Central government is also of the opinion that if the unlawful 
activities of the MEITEI Extremists Organizations are not curbed and 
controlled immediately, they will take the opportunity of 
(a) mobilizing their cadres for escalating their secessionist, subversive,

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terrorist and violent activities; , 

(b) propagating anti-national activities in collusion with forces inimical to 
sovereignty and integrity of India; 

I (c) indulging in increased killings of civilians and targeting Of the Police 
and Security Forces personnel; 

(d) procuring and inducting more illegal arms and ammunitions from

across the international border;

(e) extorting and collecting huge funds from the public for their unlawful

activities. 

2. The Central Government came to the conclusion that the said 

s organizations were unlawful associations on the following grounds 

"(i) Continued espousal of the policy of secession of 
Manipur from India; 

(ii) Continued engagement in activities prejudicial to 
the sovereignty and integrity of India; 

(iii) Continued adoption of violence and terror through 
armed as means for achieving their objective; 

(iv) High levels of extortion and illegal collections 
from the ppblic including businessmen, traders and 
even Government employees; 

(v) Links and support to other North-East insurgent 
groups and with neighbouring countries; 

(vi) Procurement of large quantities of sophisticated 
arms and ammunition through clandestine channels or 
by snatching from police and security forces; 
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(vii) Attempts to gain membership •• of the 
Unrepresented Nations and People's organization with 
the intention to accessing and utilizing various 
international agencies for Mobilizing support towards 
their ultimate objective ojf separating Manipur from 
India.

3. The Central Government on the basis of the aforesaid grounds 
was of the opinion that the said activities of the MEFTEI Extremist 
Organizations are detrimental to the Sovereignty and integrity of India 
and declared so by notification No.S.O. ^594 (E) dated 13.11.200(5. 

4. Ministry of Home Affairs ins exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1) of Section 5 of the lUnlawfiil Activities (Prevention) 

i 

Act, 1967 constituted this Tribunal vi<|e notification No.S.O. 1727 (E) 
dated 7th December, 2005 for the purpose of adjudicating whether orjiot 
there were sufficient grounds for declaring the aforesaid organizations 
(MEITEI Extremist Organizations) as unlawful association made 
reference under the provision of Section 4(1) of the Act to this Tribunal. 

5. The Tribunal vide order datep 14.12.2005 in pursuance of the 

provision of Section 4(2) of the Act directed issue of notice to the 

aforesaid organizations to show cause ih writing within thirty days from 
the date of service of such notice, as to why the said organizations should 

not be declared unlawful. The tribunal ajlso directed that the notice shall 

1 . 

also be served onthe aforesaid associations in the following manner 

i 

(i) Copies of the notices be affixed at some conspicuous part of 
the offices, if any, of the above Associations; 
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(ii)Notice be also served on MEITEI Extremist Organizations 
by publication in daily newspapers, one in English and one 
in prominent local paper in vernacular language, which is 
under circulation in the locality where they have their 


establishments or presence as is known in the State of 
Manipur and outside. 

(iii)By proclaiming by beat of drums or by means of 
loudspeakers, the contents of the notice in the area in which 
the activities of the Associations are ordinarily earned out; 

(iv) Service be also effected on the Office Bearers of the 

MEITEI Extremist Organizations at their addresses or if 
under detention through the Superintendent (Jail) concerned 
and by publication of the notices in National daily newspapers 
one in English and one in prominent local paper in 
\ irnacular language, which is under circulation in the State 
of Manipur; 

(v) By making announcement on All India Radio and telecasting 
on Doordarshan from the Local Broadcasting and 
Transmission Stations of the State of Manipur; and 

(vi) Notice should also be served by pasting the same on the 
Notice Board of the Office of each District 
Magistrate/Tehsildar at the Headquarters of the District or 


Tehsil, as feasible. 


6. The Tribunal also directed the Registrar of the Tribunal to 


supervise the service of the notice. The report of the service of the notice 
was also filed by the Registrar. The affidavit of the service was filed by 
the State of Manipur as also by the Union of India. 

7. From the material placed on record as well as the report of the 

Registrar of the Tribunal, the Tribunal is satisfied that the notices have 
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been duly served on the said associations as per the directions of the 
Tribunal as prescribed under Rule 6 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Rule, 1968. No person for or on behalf of the said 
organizations has made appearance, nor any cause has been shown in 
response to the notice. 

8. By way of evidence, affidavits of Shri P.Doungel, Shri O. 
Madhumangol Singh, Shri Khundrakpam Dhaneshwor Singh, Shri AX 
Jhaljet Singh, Shri Ngangom Yaishkul Singh, W. Dhananjoy Singh, Shri 
Elangbam Joy Singh, Md. Abdul Jalil and Md. Anuwar Hussain were 
filed as also of Shri. R.R. Jha, Director in the Ministry of Home Affairs. 

9. The next sittings of the Tribunal were held at Shillong, State of 
Meghalaya on 21st, 22nd & 23rd March, 2006. On 21st March, 2006 

examination-in-chief of PW-1 Shri P.Doungel, PW-2 Shri O. 

Madhumangol Singh, PW-3 Shri Khundrakpam Dhaneshwor Singh, PW- 

4 Shri A.K. Jhaljet Singh, PW-5 Shri Ngangom Yaishkul Singh, PW-6 W. 

Dhananjoy Singh, PW-7 Shri Elangbam Joy Singh, PW-8 Md. Abdul Jalil 

and PW-9 Md. Anuwar Hussain were recorded. No body appeared on 

behalf of the MEITEI Organizations to cross-examine the witnesses. 

10. For affording further opportunity to the MEITEI Organizations

March, 2006 at 10.30 A.M. Still no one appeared on behalf of MEITEI 
Organizations of Manipur to cross-examine the witnesses. The witnesses 
were, therefore, discharged. 
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11. In order to give further chance to the MEITE1 organizations 

the matter was again fixed for evidence and cross-examination on 09th Sc 

10th May, 2006 at Delhi High Court and adequate publicity was given fear 

the date, time and venue. Mr. P.Doungel was recalled. Mr. R.R.Jha, 

Director, Ministry of Home Affairs was examined, but nobody appeared 

fj'om the said organizations to cross-examine them, therefore, cross- 

ejxamination was closed and evidence was concluded. 

1J>. Arguments have been heard from Mr.Anil Nag, : learned 

cpunsel for the Union of India as well as Mr.Nobin Singh, learned counsel 

for the State of Manipur. Both the learned counsel have prayed'for 

requisite declaration and confirmation of the notification dated 

113.11.2005. (supra) 

13. I have gone through the entire documentary evidence placed 
0n record and have also examined the oral evidence adduced by the Union 
df India and the State of Manipur. 

14. Sh. P. Doungel, Special Secretary (Home), Government of 
. N^anipur appeared as PW-1. He stated that the contents of his two 

affidavits were based on official records and information received from 
various departments of the Government of Manipur. He further stated 

that he is Special Secretary (Home) Govt, of Manipur and is dealing with 

t 

the activities of the MEITEI Organizations namely People’s Liberations 
(PLA), People’s Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK), United 
National Liberation Front (UNLF), Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) 
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and Manipur People's Liberation Front (MPLF). He admitted his 

signatures on the affidavit filed by him on 01-02-2006 as PW-l/A. He 

further stated that he has filed documents along with the affidavit namely 
copies of FIRs, documents seized from the members of the Extremists 

Organization atld newspapers clippings. The copies of these documents 

are true copies of the records duly attested by Superinterident of Police, 

CID (Special Branch). He stated that he had been working with 

Superintendent of Police, CID (Special Branch) for the last some years 

and had seen him writing and signing the documents and letters etc. and 

identified his signatures. 

15. He proved copies of the FTRs exhibited as PW-l/B (colly) 
from page 19 to 1769 and the List of FIRs exhibited as Ex.PW-l/C-1 to 
C-6 (colly) (page 1772 to 1788) and documents containing the 
details/synopsis of the crimes committed by this organization which are 
exhibited as Ex.PW-l/D-1 to D-6 (colly) (Page 1789 to 1862), the copies 
of the documents like literature, leaflets etc. seized from these 
organizations are exhibited as Ex.PW-l/E-1 to E-5 (colly) (page 1863 to 
2096), the last documents are copies of the newspapers clippings in 
respect of these organizations which are exhibited as Ex.PW-l/F-1 to F- 
5 (colly) (page 2097 to 2128). 

16. , He further stated that he used to get the intelligence reports 
from other authorities like BSF, SIB, CRPF etc. After the receipt of such 
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reports from the concerned authorities sortie informations are pasted on to 
th|e Central Government and some to the local police station for 
appropriate and necessary action. He deposed that therpain objective of 
these organizations is to secede from the Union of India and to establish 
a^ independent country/state. In order to achieve their objectives these 
organizations indulge in killing, kidnapping, extortion of money etc. and

they call for boycott of the National functions like Independence Day, 

! ‘ 

Republic Day etcr. In the event of a visit by officers/dignitaries like 
President of India, Prime Minister etc., they used to call for “Bapdh” and 
they boycott the functions being organized in the name of such dignitaries 
and lay mines to blow them. 

17. It is stated that if these organizations are not declared as un- 

i 

ljawful associations’, they may create more law and order problems like 
disturbing the functioning of the Government, running of the! business, 
education etc. In view of the aforesaid, these organizations arb required 
Jo be declared as unlawful associations. He prayed that his affidavit may 
be read as part of the evidence. 

18. Sh. O. Madhumangol Singh has appeared as PW-2. He stated 

that he has filed his affidavit which is Ex.PW-2/A (colly) dated 18.2.2006 
Wmcn bears his signatures, ne prayed that his affidavit ot may i>e read as 

part of evidence. 

19. Sh. Khundrakpam Dhaneshwor Singh has appeared as PW-3. 
He stated that he has filed his affidavit which is Ex.PW-3/A (colly) which

20. Sh. A. K. Jhaljet Singh has appeared a$ PW-4. He stated that he 
has filed his affidavit which is Ex.

26. Mr. R.R. Jha, Director, Ministry of Home Affairs also entered 

the witness box as PW-10. He tendered in evidence affidavits dated 

27.1.2006 & 21.2.2006. The same are exhibited Ex.PWAo/A & 10/B. He 

stated thaHhese MEITEI organizations have been engaging themselves in

Government of Manipur. He further stated that these MEITEI 1 Extremists 
Organizations have contact with various underground organizations of 
North East such as ULFA (United Liberation Front of Alsom), both 
j factions of NSCN (National Socialist Council of Nagaland) eta, and have

been boycotting Independence day celebrations and Re|mblic Day 
Celebrations. They generate their funds mostly by extortion from 

; civilians, kidnapping, abduction for ransom etc. He further stated that the 

■ ' i 

activities of these organizations are still continuing and Rite.also reported 
in the media and in this respect he tendered in evidence [newspapers 

viz.,“The Sentinel” dated 25.3.2006 & The Indian Express,, New Delhi

dated 7.5.2006 & 31.1.2006 & 2.1.2006 & “The Sangai Express” dated 
6.1.2006. The same are exhibited as Ex.PW-10/C, D & E, F & G 
respectively. He prayed that his affidavit may be read as part of evidence. 

27. As already noted above, despite service of notice none of the 
MEITEI Extremist Organizations chose to appear at any stage of the 
proceedings. The evidence led, has, therefore, gone unrebutted. 

28. Learned counsel for the Union of India and State of Manipur 

• ! 

have highlighted the facts leading to the issuance of notification dated 
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13.1L20Q5 by the Central Government under sub section (1) of 
Section 3 as under 

The State of Manipur is inhabited by Meitei tribes. The 

Meiteis are the numerically predominant community forming more than 

66% of the total population and are concentrated in the Imphal valley. 

There are 29 tribes (mostly Nagas and Kukis) living in the hill areas. The 
valley area of Manipur is affected by insurgency of various Meitei 

extremist organizations, the major ones among than being the: Peoples' 

Liberation Army (PLA), Revolutionary People^ Frbn(r(RPFk United 

National Liberation Front (UNLF), Peoples' Revolutionary Party of 

Kangleipak (PREPAK), Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP), Kanglei 

Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) and Manipur Peoples' Liberation Front 

(MPLF). The hill areas are affected by the activities of Naga extremists 

belonging to the National Socialist Council of Nagaland (NSCN) and 

Kuki extremists. 

29. The Meitei Extremist Organizations have,been responsible for 
a number of violent incidents and armed lootings ip which a large number 
of civilians and police personnel have lost their lives. The extremists have 
also been looting money from banks and extorting huge amounts of 
money from businessmen, traders, other civilians and even Government 
employees. Violent activities of Meitei extremists had acquired serious 
dimensions and the Imphal valley was declared as 'disturbed area' under 
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! the Armed Forces (Special Powers) Act, 1958 from Septemfjer 8, 1980. 

Combing operations by the Security Forces and Police were launched. 

| Four Meitei Extremist Organizations, namely, PLA, UNLF, PREPAK, 

I and KCP, which were indulging in unlawful acts of violence, including 

i murder, looting, intimidation, etc, mostly in the valley areas of Manipur 

j State in furtherance of their objective of “liberation of Manipur, were 

1 declared as ’Unlawful Associations' under Section 3(1) of the Unlawful 

! Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 first on 26th October, 19791 MPLF was 

! declared as an “Unlawful Association” on 13th November, 1999 

| alongwith other Meitei Extremist Organizations. 

1 30. The last but one Notification was issued vide SjO.1302 (E), 

t 

! dated 13.10003. A reference was made under sub-section (1) of Section 
! 4 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act to the Tribunal consisting of 

! Hon*ble MrJustice C.K^Mahajan, Judge, Delhi High Cqurt and the 
learned Tribunal had confirmed the notification dated 13.11.2003 issued 
j by the Government of India. 

I 31. It is highlighted by both the learned counsel that the Meitei 
Extremist Organizations continue to propagate secession from India. 

' Their declared objective is formation of an independent; Manipur by 
I secession of Manipur State from India. These outfits have been engaging 
f with armed means to achieve their objectives. The security forces remain 
1 their prime target. These outfits have also been indulging in acts of 
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intimidation, extortion and looting of civilian population for collection of 


funds for their organizations. They have also been making efforts to 
establish contacts with sources abroad for influencing public opinion and 
for securing their assistance by way Of arms and training for the purpose 
of achieving their secessionist objective:

33. Every year, these outfits have been boycotting celebrations of 


National Days Uke Republic and Independence Day. Besides violence, 

they are also indulging in extortions from general public, siphoning of 

Central Government funds meant for the development of the State by way 

of intimidating contractors, bureaucrats and poetical figures pf the State. 

Moreover these UG outfits continue giyiag support to parochial Meitei 
Organizations to organize agitational programme on various issues 

including the protection of territorial integrity of Manipur. The agitations 

launched by the Meitei outfits have widened the rift between different 
communities in the State. 
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34. The UNLF had appealed to the people of Manipur to jboycott 
the 14th Lok Sabha Elections held in AprilrMay, 2004. MPLF had 
proposed a general strike on the 15th October, 2004 to protest the alleged 
forcible merger of Manipur with the Indian Union 55 years b^ck and 
observed National Black day on the 15th October, 2004. The MPLF also 
cabled for 12 hours general strike against the military offensives launched 
by: the Royal Bhutan Army against the Kamtapur Liberation Organization 
(K^O), the National Democratic Front of Bodoland (NDFB) and the 

i ’ 

Uijited Liberation Front of Assam (ULFA) in Bhutan. As in previous 
yefurs, MPLF and some other North East based underground organizations 
hajd boycotted independence Day Celebrations on August 15,2005. 

35. During the Republic Day Celebrations on 26th January, 2005 
UNLF had called for general strike and boycott of the Republic Day 

celebrations. UNLF exploded two improvised Explosive Devices (IED) 

I 

using remote control on the 26th January, 2005. The KYKL Rifles Patrol 
P^rty and seriously injuring several others in an ambush at Kumbi Lierak 

Ajchouba on 16th February, 2005. 

36. The Meitei Extremist Organizations maintain;close links with 
eich other and also with other extremist organizations in the Ndrth East. 

PLA/RPF is maintaining close links with Issac-Muivah faction of the 

| ; 

bjational Socialist Council of Nagaland (NSCN). UNLF is maintaning 
contacts with the Khaplang faction of NSCN as well as the Kuki National 
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Army. KYKL draws its support from KCP, FREPAK and UNLF (Oken 
faction). UNLF is also a signatory to the Indo-Barma Revolutionary Front 
(IBRF) formed in 1990 byULFA and NSCN iK). The aim of IBRF was 
to jointly fight the Indian Security Forces. Though IBRF has not been 
very effective, it has provided training to the cadres of UNLF and ULFA. 
KYKL and IBRF are umbrella organizations offering platform to 
insurgent groups for cooperation in operational matters. 

37. PLA/RPF, UNLF, PREPAK, KCP and KYKL have camps in 

neighbouring countries, viz. Bangladesh and Myanmar. They are 

procuring arms and ammunitions from these countries besides China and 

Thailand. Members of these extremist organizations are continuing their 

secessionist and violent activities. They also continue to make efforts to 
establish and sustain contacts with foreign elements with a view to 

securing assistance for their unlawful activities. The entire evidence 

remains unchallenged. \ 

38. It is argued that justification for declaration of the Meitei 
Exfremist Organizations of Manipur as Unlawful Associations’ wifo 
immediate effect is that Meitei Extremist Organizations are extremely 
active and, it was felt that if there was any gap between the earlier 
notification and the issue of a fresh notification, these associations may 
take undue advantage of the situation and mobilize their cadres for 
dscalating secessionist, subversive, terrorist and violent activities. It may 
also provide an opportunity to the leadership of these organizations to 
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openly propagate anti-national activities in collusion with foreign powers 
inipiical to India's security interests. The Police and Security Forces, in 
suqh an eventuality, will find it difficult to detain and prosecute those who 
majy be apprehended by them. It was, therefore, considered necessary to 
give effect to the notification from the date of its publication< in the 
Official Gazette. 

39; In view of the above, bather declaration of the Meitei 


extremist organizations of Manipur as Unlawful Associations' under 

section 3(1) read with proviso to section 3 (3) of the Unlawful Activities 

* 1 

(Prevention) Act, 1967 was considered necessary after the expiry of the 
vajlidity of the previous Notification. The learned counsel* argued that the 
N^eitei Extremist Organizations of Manipur have been declared as 
'Ujnlawful Associations' w.e.f. 13.11.2005 under sub-section] (1) of 
section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 and the 

i • 

declaration has been given immediate effect from the date of publication 
of the Notification in the Official Gazette under sub section (3) of section 
31 of the said Act. A copy of the Notification SO 1594 ®) dated 
1^.11.2005 issued in this regard is on the file. 

4p. The evidence produced as discussed above is specific and quite 
voluminous. It gives details of hundreds of cases registered and crimes 
committed. All this evidence remains unrebutted. The requirement of 
natural justice has been duly complied with inasmuch as notices were 
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duly served on the MEITE1 Organizations of Manipur, as stated in para 4 
herein above, to participate in the proceedings but despite service the 
MEITEI Extremist Organizations chose not to put in appearance at any 
stage of proceedings. 

41. The previous Tribunals on consideration of material had 
declared the activities of the said organization as unlawful from time to 

time. The grounds, on which the said associations were declared 

unlawful, were almost exactly the same as at the time pf riotifications 

dated 13.11.2003 and 1*3.LI.2005. The latest notification has been 

referred to this Tribunal for adjudication whether on the basis of the 

material on record there was sufficient cause for declaring the MEITEI 

Extremist Organizations as unlawful associations. 

42. Inspite of the notices having been served on the banned 
organizations as detailed above, the MEITEI Organizations did not 
appear. Therefore, there is no evidence in rebuttal to the material placed 
by State of Manipur and Union of India before this Tribunal. 

43. Both the learned counsel have submitted that the materials 
placed before the Tribunal and the statements of the witnesses establish 
that the activities of these organizations are unlawful in terms of Section 2 

(o) of the Act and the said associations are unlawful in terms of Section 2 

(p) of the AGt. It is argued that the systematic acquisition of arms, 
extortions, killings, objective of establishment of an independent 
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sovereign State leave no doubt that the manifest intention of die MEITEI 

Organizations is to disrupt the territorial integrity and sovereignty of 
India. It is submitted that there is conspiracy of waging war against India 

with other banned organizations. Hundreds of FIRs in 5 volumes during 

the relevant period have been pointed out, further details in 6th Volume 

are brought out, affidavits, other documents, newspaper clippings, 

I pamphlets and threatening letters prima facie depict the scenario of 

i extortions, recruitment of cadres, raising separate armies, armed 

I ambushes, killings, parallel administration on regular Government lines 

I and open call for a separate country. It is further submitted that the said 

| organization? have no faith in the Constitution of India and they want to 

i secede fror i Union of India. Their activities of acquiring arms and 

{demand of separate State are against the territorial integrity and 

(sovereignty of India. The material published by MEITEI Organizations is 

{objectionable and its aim is to spread mis-information and disaffection 

against India. 

(44. All this evidence and contentions of learned counsel for the 
Union of India and the State of Manipur remained uncontented. The 
grounds for declaring all the said organizations as unlawful associations 
remain unchallenged and un-controverted and the proceedings have 
remained ex parte. 1 
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45. Considering all the facts and circumstances, the un¬ 

controverted voluminous evidence, contentions and un-rebutted 
arguments of the learned counsel for the Union of India ^-and the learned 
counsel for the State of Manipur, it stands established that there is 
sufficient cause for declaring MEITEI Extremist Organizations viz.(i) 
The People's Liberation Army (PLA), (ii) Revolutionary Peoples' Front 
(RPF), (iii) United National Liberation Front (UNLF), (iv) Peoples' 
Revolutionary Party of Kangleipak (PREPAK) and its armed wing the 
“Red Army”, (v) Kangleipak Communist Party (KCP) and its armed 
wing also called the “Red Army”, (vi) Kanglei Yaol Kanba Lup (KYKL) 
and (vii) Manipur Peoples' Liberation Front (MPLF) as unlawful 
associations vide notification No.S.O. 1594 (E) dated 13.11.2005, and the 
said notification is hereby confirmed. 

The reference stands answered in the terms mentioned above.
